In the predictable euphoria of his triumphant visit to 
Iran, Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat said that the Iranian 
revolution has changed the balance of forces in the region 
in favor of the Palestinians and the Arabs. 

While this may be a little premature, at least at this stage, 
it is true in that the Iranian revolution has given the Palestin- 
ians good grounds for optimism. That's especially in the wake 
of the demoralizing effect of the Camp David agreements 
which as good as ignored them as a principal party in the 
Middle East problem. 

The fact is that Iran, with its 35 million Muslims, had 
been almost totally pro-Israeli in action while paying lip ser- 
vice to the Arab and Palestinian cause. 

The Shah's government supplied Israel with 60 per cent 
or its oil requirements, permitted the free flow of trade and 
che operation of a trade mission mainly used for espionage 
and as a listening post against Iraq. 

The Israelis in Tehran also helped ferry arms to the Kur- 
dish rebels in northern Iraq, thereby assisting in weakening a 
major Arab power and a staunch supporter of the Palestin- 
ians. 

The objective was u> pin down as many Iraqi battalions 
in the quagmire of the north as passible so that they may not 
be used to strengthen the eastern Arab front against Israel. 
God knows how many Iraqis and Kurds lost their lives in a 
futile war and how much precious Iraq i wealth was wasted. 

But as soon as the Shah realized that the Iraqi people 
would never give in, and the majority of Kurds were not sup- 
porters of Mustafa Barazani, the rebel leader, he sued for 
peace and the rebellion was snuffed out overnight. 

All this, we hope, is gone for ever. The Palestinians are 
now installed in the old Israeli trade mission in a nice irony 
of fate Going a step further in terminating the old relation, 
ships with Israel, the new government of Iran has asked all 
Israeli citizens, many of whom carried 'wo nationalities to 
leave cbe country. One reason is that they owed more alle- 
giance to Israel than to Iran which they used to make money 
and collect intelligence for Tel Aviv. 

Ayatollah Khomeini is unquestionably a devout Muslim 
and will bring to the struggle for the liberation of Jerusalem 
all the power and resources of the Iranian people who have 
proved themselves some of the most stubborn fighters for a 
cause. Indeed, their saga of strugSe and sacrifice should ins- 
pire the Palestinians to double their efforts in the resistance 
io the Israeli colonial regime. 

For the Palestinians who had supported the Iranian revo- 
lution in their own modest way, in the last few years, the turn 
of events in Iran was by any standard an undiminished victo- 
ry. Even if their goal of liberation j s still far away, they are 
now a step nearer its realization. 

The Arab states who have been seeking a just and com- 
prehensive peace in the region, have gained in Iran a power- 
ful new friend both in their pursuit of peace and the conduct 
of war. 



ECONOMIC POTENTIAL 


The tasks facing the 26th session of the Arab Economic 
Council due to be held in Riyadh next Monday are formi- 
dable but they must be faced. 

The conference brings together the economy ministers of 
the 22 member stales of the A rab League and directors of 14 
Arab joint venture corporations. 

Leaving the agenda aside, the teak is simply to start toe 
long-awaited process of creating an Arab common market by 
demolishing seme or all of the customs barriers now imposed 
on inter-Arab trade, encourage the free exchange of goods 
and create the right aimosphere for inter -Arab investment. 

AdmiUedly, the question of investments will continue to 
be vexing because of the differences in political systems. This 
led in the early 19b0s to sweeping nationalization without ade- 
quate compensation in some states fascinated by the theories 
of socialism. 

It took them ten years to realize the lolly of such ideo- 
logies, and a lot of excess Arab capital meanwhile found other 
outlets. 

While jt is true that it will not be easy to channel invest- 
ments on a large scale to the poorer stales, the richer ones 
somewhat have made up for the dearth by outright grants and 
long- term interest-free loans for development. 

More can be done in this direction through joint ventures 
in food producing projects. That is one of the most important 
items being tabled before the conference, in order to reduce 
Arab dependence on external sources of food. 

Apart from fears of political blackmail, there is one very 
good reason for intensifying food production in the Arab 
world That is the enormous potential for doing so success- 
fully and at relatively little cost when compared with our 
•food bill. 

Setting up industries to make insecticides and textile ma- 
chines as proposed on the agenda is worthy. But how much 
•of the former and how- many of the latter will the Arabs need? 
Can the surplus machines and insecticides be exported later in 
the face of Western and Eastern competition? 

Arab scientists and planners give special priority to food 
production through expanding the arable lands of Sudan. 
Egypt and Yemen and developing the crazing grounds 

of countries like Somalia. 

We agree. Food production should be given more atten- 
tion than insecticides and textile machines. 


War on Rhodesia’s peasants

SALISBURY — 

Rhodesia's 4.S miiiioii pea* 
sants a re bearing the brunt of 
Rhodesia's war, now spread 
over at least 80 per cent of 
the country. 

In some places, the rural 
tribesmen are intimidated, ha* 
rassed. mistreated and killed by 
as many as five separate arm- 
ed forces. Besides the guerrilla 
armies of Joshua Nkomo and 
-Robert Mugabe, private armies 
loyal to one of the two inter 
nally based black leaders, Bi- 
shop Abel Murorewa and the 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, are 
vying for the support of the 
black population. 

In addition, as martial law 
has been extended to about 80 
per cent of the country since 
its introduction in September, 
the Rhodesian security forces 
reportedly are subjecting the 
rural citizenry to increasingly . 
rigorous retaliatory measures in 
toeir efforts to turn back the 
tide of guerrilla infiltration. 

Because of the chaotic con- 
ditions, it is difficult to assess 
what is happening in the tri- 
bal reserves, where 80 per cent 
of the population fives. Ac- 
cording to relief agencies and 
church sources who operate in 
those areas, government forces 
appear to be adopting a scor- 
ched earth poflicy Jo deprive 
the guerrillas of the material 
and psychological assistance of 
(he local people. 

The homes of more than 700 
families have been burned, 
beatings and arbitrary execu- 
tions of suspected guerrilla 
sympathizers are more fre- 
quent and the numbers of civi- 


lians reported in military com- 
muniques to have died in cross- 
fire has increased, according to 
the same sources. 

In isolated cases, civil ians 
are reportedly forced to brush 
dirt roads with branches to' de- 
tect landmines and in one 
gruesome incident, the bodies 
of two guerrillas kaHed by se- 
curity forces were hung in 
trees over water wefts for weeks 
as ^ a ^ warning to others. 

"It's collective punishment 
now." remarked one member 
of a relief organization. 

In what appears to be an at- 
tempt to deny guerrillas food, 
shops have been dosed and 
granaries are destroyed. Buses 
are stopped and passengers told 
to eat or dispose of the food 
they axe carrying wherever a 
guerrilla presence is suspected. 


A Red Cross spokesman con- 
finned that in the areas of 
Mtoko and Mudzi, authorities 
asked the international agency 
to stop dirtributiug food to the 
civilian population for the 
time being. This followed a re- 
port on the state-controfied 
television late last year saying 
a Red Gross food parcel had 
been found on a dead guer- 
rilla. 


The Rhodesia Catholic Com- 
mission for Justice and Peace, 
distressed by toe army's ap- 
parent effort to starve out the

Iran’s bank loans

NEW YORK - 

Major banking industry of- 
ficials believe there is little pos- 
sibility the new Khomeini gov- 
ernment in Iran wSU refuse to 
repay its foreign loans. 

Bankers are concerned the 
change in regimes may force 
delays in repayment of the SZ2 
billion Iran has borrowed from 
U.S. banks and the $3 billion to 
54 billion more it has been 
loaned by other foreign banks. 

But so far, despite months of 
political turmoil, Iran has re- 
mained up-to-date on its repay- 
ments, according to Citibank 
executive vice president Thomas 
Theobald. 

Analysts say Citibank and 
Chase Manhattan, the second 
and toird largest banks respec- 
tively in the United States, 
eaefi has loaned Iran more 
than $200 million, most of ft 
since 1976 when toe country 
began borrowing from interna- 
tional credit markets. 


Some important aides to 
AyaCoQah Ruhofiah Khomeini 
have said toe new government 
might refuse to repay some 
Western loans 

Bankers say they think most 
of toe debt-repudiation talk has 
been rhetoric and note that 
many advisers to Khomeini 
have said publicly -such talk 
is nonsense. 


While Islamic law prohibits 
payment of interest, and Kho- 
meini says he wants to install 
an Islamic republic, analysts 
note that other Islamic coun- 
tries have been able to recon- 
cile interest and the law. 

“Let’s face it,” one major 


banker said, “Iran is part of 
toe global system. If it repudi- 
ated “its debts, i* would lose its 
» access to toe world banking 
system and starve its economy 
of needed development funds.' 1 

It was that sort of realization 
that forced Zaire several years 
ago “to change its tune” about 
refusing to pay Western debts. 
Zaire, however, like several 
others since, has had to “res- 
chedule” its debt with big 
banks. That js bankers’ 
parlance for changing the terms 
of a loan, usually by stretching 
out the repayment period. 

Delay in repayments or res- 
cheduling of debts, however, do 
cost banks money and hurt 
their earnings. But even a total 
repudiation of toe $200 million 
or so toat Iran owes Citibank, 
for example, would be less than 
that institution’s $481.6 million 
in earnings last year. 

Chase, whose earnings were 
SI 97 million, would be barder 
hit by a total repudiation. But 
all banks carry reserves. 

' dearly, however, in the un- 
likely event that Iran did re- 
fuse to repay most or afl of its 
foreign debts, world financial 
institutions would be hurt. 

But there has been do panic 
among bankers. Chase, agent 
for three large, multi-bank 
loans to Iran, has polled toe 
lenders to see if they want to 
call in toe loans. In all three 
cases, toe participating banks 
have said no. 

According to a rough esti- 
1 mate by a New York firm that 
specializes in bank stocks, an- 
other five U.S. banks have 
loaned Iran between $100 mil- 
lion. and $200 million. Keefe,

“We’re getting cables saying 
that payments will be two or 
three days late. We don't even 
pet concerned if they’re going 
to be a few days late," one of- 
ficial said. “Somebody over 
there is going out of his way 
to make sure Iran's credit rat- 
ing isn't tarnished." — (WP)

GENEVA — 

The U.N. High CatxmMBioa 
for Refugees, struggling to in- 
crease its credibility, wU short- 
ly be considering the draft of 
£ convention that would make 
torture an international crime. 

Observers and U N. officials 
in Geneva who have long push- 
ed for such, a convention have 
watched intrigued as a group 
of government representatives 
have worked on a draft prepar- 
ed by Sweden over toe last few 
days. 

The drafting began after a 
declaration against torture was 
unanimously adopted in toe 
U.N. three years ago. M It has 
been exacting, legalistic and 
beset with difficulties — not 
juft of defining torture, but 
ensuring toat the convention, 
haa teeth. 

In 1973, a report by Amnesty 
International cited 67 countries 
where torture was reported. 
Since then toe wave has rolled 
back from some — Greece, 
Spain, Iran and Portugal’s for- 
mer African territories — • but 
gathered momentum in others, 
particularly in Latin America 
where Uruguay and Argentina 
have been joined by El Salva- 
dor, Guatemala and Nicara- 
gua. 

Torture in these countries is 
characterised by What one 
member of toe Geneva-based 
International Cozmnunon of 
Jurists describes as “institu- 
tionalized brutality by state of- 
ficials,” such as prison officers, 
police and military. 

Their techniques have been 
closely documented by organi- 
zations like Amnesty and toe 
ICJ: submarine (ducking under . 
water), parrot’s perch (being 


hung by elbows and knees) 
and electric shocks. The latest 
ICJ review shows that torture 
in some parts of Africa is 
practiced with a dedication that 
is certainly not applied in pro- 
viding basic essentials to an 
impoverished population: Offi- 
cials at one prison show a par- 
ticular predilection for cutting 
off prisoners circulation with. 
metal fetters around toe wrists 
and planks of wood a&unst toe 
legs and ankles. 

“Torture has beocane^ scienti- 
fic, systematic and state con- 
trolled,” agrees Alexander Hay, 
director of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. I 
could understand it bettor if ft 
was violent and angry.” Hay 
has confronted several dictators 
with torture in toeir jails. 

The target of the convention 
is thus state officials — and not 
just those who practice torture, 
but those who encourage or 
condone it to extract informa- 
tion or false confessions or for 
intimidation. 

The working group has so far 
defined torture as “severe phy- 
sical and mental suffering," but 
not as “cruel, inhuman or de- 
grading treatment,” as ft was 
instructed by toe U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Several members bad argued 
that this would be too vague 
and imprecise. 

Others however have replied 
toat including the broader cate- 
gory would make it easier to 
gift convictions in borderline 
■ cases — like for example, psy- 
chiatric detention. Other inter- 
national instruments recognize a 
lesser crime than torture — 
notably toe European Conven- 
tion on Human Rights. Last 
year Britain was found guilty 


of inhuman and degrading 
treatment in Ulster before the 
court at Strasbourg, but not of 
torture as such. 

Another worry is that the 
convention at present excludes 
lawful punishment." “this is an 
invitation to legislate the rack," 
says Nigel RcdBey, an observer 
from Amnesty International. 

But as with all hnmaw rights 
instruments, the fundamental 
problem will be implementation. 
Hie convention calk for tor-

ROME, Feb. 20 (R) — 
Christian Democratic Premiar- 
deaigpate Giulia Andreotti 
is expected to give up his at- 
tempt to form a new govern- 
ment, well-informed sources 
say. 

His withdrawal would open 
the way for President Sandro 
Pertini to ask a political lea- 
der of another party, probab- 
ly Republican Party President 
Ugo La Malfa, to try to solve 
the 19-day-oid government 
arias.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20 (AP) 
— Surprised by a fast-moving 
storm that dumped up to two 
fees of snow, the eastern Uni" 
ted Stoles awaited an equally 
sudden thaw Tuesday with 
temperatures that promised to 
fed positively balmy after 
weeks in the deep* freeze.
